THE DETERIORATION OF 
WHEAT. 

The greatest problem in milling is 
the general improvement of our wheat. 
As the quality of one milling system 
and machinery has improved the qual- 
ity of our wheat has deteriorated. There 
is much truth in the boast of old mill- 
ers that good stone flour of a quarter of 
a century ago would compare favorably 
with the average of roller flour now. It 
is as true that the wheat of the present 
could not be handled at all now with 
crude apparatus of the old system as 
that really good wheat produces 
much better flour now than good wheat 
did by the old process. In the older 
States the soil has become, or is becom- 
ing,exhausted,the berry is not so plump 
nor its nutrient qualities so streng. 
American farming methods have been 
careless, and tons of the richest material 
have been taken off the lands where 
pounds have been put back into them. 
The principal reason why spring wheat 
flour is stronger in gluten is owing to 
the virgin richness of the soil. But 
even now deterioration is evident in 
the older spring wheat districts, and the 
time will surely come when the spring 
wheat will lose its pre-eminence for 
strength, as it has successively been 
lost by some of the States. Climate 
may modify this somewhat, but it can- 
not prevent the final deterioration of 
wheat in all sections unless farmers 
become wise, and apply measures that 
will keep up the strength of their 
soils.

SIBERIAN WHEAT. 

The word Siberia awakens no pleas- 
ant associations in the European mind. 
It at once conjures up a vision of along 
train of prisoners wending their dolorus 
way accross bare plains under the lash 
of the brutal Cossacks. -Yet in some 
respects this popular estimate is alto- 
gether wrong. Geographers have long 
been aware that Siberia is a country of 
very varied resources. This is what 
that eminent explorer, Baron Nordens 
riold, has to say on the subject. “Si- 
beria surpasses the North American 
continent as to the extent of cultivable 
seil, The Siberian forests are’ the 
largest in the world. Its minerals re- 
sources are immense, its climate, except 
the Tundra and the Northwest forest 
region, is healthy; and as favorable for 
the culture of cereals as any part of 
Europe.” The difficulty has hitherto 
been to approach this region of natural 
wealth, as plainly the tedious land 
journey to Sibera through Moscow is, 
in the absence of railways of no use to 
the British merchant. An answer to 
this problem seems to have been found 
by the enterprise and energy of Cap- 
tain Weggins, a bold Yorkshireman, 
who, after sixteen years of practical 
voyaging, has shown that a compara- 
tively easy and expeditious communica- 
tion between England and the heart of 
Siberia is in existence. It would ap- 
pear that a vessel leaving the port of 
London at the end of July may confi- 
dently reckon on discharging a cargo 
at Karaoul, a port nearly 200 miles up 
the mouth of the Tenisei, the great 
waterway of Siberia, and on being back 
to London without any hinderance 
from ice floes in the Artic sea (which it 
will necessarily traverse} by the close 
of September. Captain Wiggins has 
made since 1874 fifteen voyages into 
these parts, but only one has he en- 
countered any ice in his course, and 
that was when his departure had been 
delayed too long.The river Tenisei,which 


~ flows into the Arctic sea,is navizable for 


about 2,000,milesthat is, nearly as far as 
the frontiers of China, and is provided 
with may affluents, several of which 
are also navigable, moreover, another 
great river of Siberia, the Obi, which 
empties itself not far from the mouth 
of Tenisei, is likewise believed to he 
navigable for a considerable distance. 
With but one transhipment goods can, 
it is affirmed, be-cheaply and quickly 
forwarded from England to the heart of 
central Siberia in something like six 


weeks. There should be every pros» 
pect of a sensible current of trade setting 
in between the two lands, and if such 
should be the case, there would be 
every likelihood of our drawing some 
supplies of wheat from this great fertile 
region. The wheat of Siberia has a 
good namé@ im Russia, and some of it is 
said to have® likeness to the wheat of 
the Canadian Northwest. Before long 
our millers may be in a position to 
judge samples of Siberian wheat with 


their own eyes.— London Miller.

FLOODS IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


The Fraser river at Westminister is still 
rising. At North Bend the water is a foot 
above the mark in the great floods of 1882. 
The warm weather continues and there is 
still a large emount of snow in the moun- 
tains. The river may be expected to rise 
some higher. Steamers are all busily en- 
gaged in rescu’ng settlers and cattle. An 
idea of the depth of the water may gathered 
from the fact that a steamer drawing six 
feet passed over several islands in the centre 
of the channel of the river Wednesday 
night. The water reached fourteen inches 
over the track near Mission, and no trains 
were dispatched yesterday. No mails have 
been received here for eight days. A fund 
has been started here to assist settlers who 
have lost all by the floods. It is no uncom- 
mon sight to see the houses and_barns float- 
ing down the river. Reports of the drown- 
ing of some Indians have been received but 
cannot be verified. Many are homeless. 

Fraser river rose ten inches at New 
Westminister yesterday and Jast night the 
water was three inches above the historical 
high water mark. The flood is still rising. 
From points further up the river come re- 
ports that the river is nearly two feet high- 
er than has ever been known. The Fraser 
valley for 100 miles has been inundated. It 
is estimated that over 2,000 families are 
homeless and that a property loss of fully 
83.(40,000 has been suffered. Steamers 
from the river and Paget Sound are still be- 
ing pressed into the work of rescue. Though 
no more lives have been"lost during the past 
two days there have been many narrow 
escapes and thrilling experiences. Many 
families have been driven from their houses. 

The damage to the Union Pacific tracks 
between Portland, Ore.,and Umatilla will 
reach into hundreds of thousands. Great 
damage has been done to farmers living 
along the Columbia river in the loss of crops 
and stock. Portland thus far felt but little 
damage, owing to the slow and gradual 
rising of the water. Merchants had — 
time to get their goods out of the way. he 
latest intelligence from the Upper Columbia 
region was that the river at Umatilla and 
Riparia was stationary. The Western 
Union lost all wires to the north, and 
Seattle and Tacoma are virtually cut off as 
far as telegraphic communication is con- 
cerned. 

Later reports from the headquarters of 
the Columbia indicate a still further rise of 
one foot. Arrangements have been made 
for carrying the eastern mail over the 
Northern Pacific, which preserves through 
connection by means of a transfer boat. 

Mr. Shaughnessy, vice-president of the 
C.P.R., speaking ao the floods in British 
Columbia, said : ‘* The position of affairs is 
much improved on the coast. The water in 
the Lower Kicking Horse pass has fallen a 
foot and is also a foot lower in Eagle pass 
and in the Selkirks. The Fraser and Col- 
unbia rivers are still rising, but we do not 
anticipate any further serious trouble. The 
Stidge across the Columbia was not injured 
by criftwood. Trains are now moving over 
all the Pacitic divisions except for a short 
piece betweett Agassiz and Ruby creek, 
where transfers Wul have to be made for a

AS OTHERS SEE US. 


Of Edmonton iiself noone can say any- 
thing but geod. In a business sense it seems 
more perma ent than any other place west 
of Winnipeg: except Calgary perhaps. Its 
location is o1:2 of the most strikingly beauti- 
fal that can be imagined. It was just at 
sunset when Mr. Frank Oliver, the proprie- 
tor of the Edmonton BuLi=rix, drove me 
to the bank of the Saskatchewan, which 
separat s the .ailway station from the town 
proper. A more giorious view could not be 
obtained, it sezms to me, anywhere in Am- 
erica. The Saskatchewan, even so far 
north and west, is a mighty river. We 
were on a ridge surrounded by trees and on 
a high bluff opposite was the town , beneath 
us, theriver ard the old-fashioned ferry ; 
above us for a couple of miles were the 
great trees that shadow the waters and the 
ice-clad shores; below, great bluffs and 
mountains and distant hills, all bathed in 
the yellow light of sunset. Edmonton is a 
place that every visitor in the Northwest 
should see. Ina miniature style it is like 
Toronto, a place of homes. People who 
have settled there seem to have made up 
their minds to stay and have made them- 
selves comfortabl,, and architecturally the 
houses, large and .mall, «re pretty and have 
trees abou, them, and trees are what one 
misses most jn the prairie country. I was 
driven to see the big lumber mills, the brick 
kilns, and all those institutions which go to 
make a tov . solid and to provide material 
for building it up ina proper way. Then 
we went to an Oddfellows concert and 
heard as good music as we could hear in 
Toronto, and saw as gay a scene at the 
dance which follow.d as one can see here. 
Whether it was the kindness and attention 
of the gentleman wko showed me the place 


or a number of fortuitous circunstances, or 


some of the odd things which brighten the 
vision of a traveler ] know not, but I left 
Edmonton thoroughly ccnvinced of its solid- 
ity and the attraci veness of the great 
stretch cf country which surrounds it.

The Manchester Ship Canal was 
opened by Queen Victoria on the 2lst May 
The procession drove through eight miles of 
streets. Hundreds of thousands of peop'e 
led the way. 

London, June 1: In the Commons to- 
day, Herbert Gardiner, the president of the 
board of agriculture, announced that the 
experts who had been examining the deceas- 
ed lungs of animals landing in the steamer 
“Toronto” on May 20th and from the 
‘‘Luarentian” on May 23rd, had reported 
that there was no doubt that some ef these 
animals were affecued with pleuro-pneu- 
monia, 

In consequence of the determination of 
the British government to prevent the 
landing of Canadian live stock in England, 
which is believed here to be due rather to 
fear of competition onthe part of British 
farmers than of the importation of disease, 
active steps are being taken to promote the 
export of dressed Canadian meat from Que- 
bec to Liverpool. A company has been 
formed, headed by the president of the 
Canadian Live Stock association of Montre- 
al, to erect abbatoirs an‘l cold storage re- 
frigerators, etc., in Mortreal, at a cost of 
$500,000, and 1,000 men \will be employed 
in these works, which will be ia re:diness 
by the time the new fast line of steamers to 
be built by the Canadian Pacific railway 
commences to run to Montreal, which, it is 
hoped, will be early next year. Five thous- 
and to ten thousand side of beef will then be 
shipped weekly to England.
